The  classes  are  on  the  second  day  formed, 
and  it  will  be  better  for  all  concerned  that  the  .student  start  regularly  with  his 
class. 

2.  If  possible,  do  not  call  them  away  during  the  session.  Absence,  if  only  for  a 
few  days,  disarranges  the  class,  and  is  generally  the  beginning  of  irregularity  on 
the  part  of  the  scholar. 

3.  Do  not  allow  your  children  to  leave  the  school  before  the  examinations,  unless 
it  cannot  be  avoided.  Serious  inconvenience,  to  all  concerned,  often  arises  from  a 
neglect  of  this  caution. 

4.  Supply  them  very  sparuigly  with  spending  money.  Parents  cannot  be  too  cau- 
tious on  this  i)oint. 

5.  Select  for  your  child  one  of  the  Instructors,  as  a  Patron,  to  distribute  his  funds. 

In  this  way  a  more  judicious  use  of  your  money  will  be  made,  and  your  child  will 
be  kept  from  many  temptations. 

N.  R.— These  last  two  suggestions  are  to  be  regarded  as  <\slablishe<l  rules  of  the 
school. 

4^  Students  not  boarding  in  the  Institution  must  observe  the  following  addi- 
tional rules : 

1.   Attend  Daily  Prayers. 

1.  INIust  attend  all  the  Si^minary  Exorcises  punctually. 

.'5.  Must  spend  the  intervals  between  recitations  in  tin;  Study  Hall. 

4.  Must  account  for  nil  absence  by  writ  ten  excuse  wit  liout  delay,  tin)e  and  num_ 
l)er  of  recital  ions  Ix'ing  speeilled. 

5.  Must  not  visit  the  I'ooms  of  boarders  without  permission. 
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BY-LAWS. 


1.  Durin^^  tin-  hour-  cf-tndy.  tlic  students  shall  not  be  unnecessarily  absent  from 
their  rooms. 

'2.  At  the  time  appoint eil  to  attend  prayers,  recitation,  lectnre,  or  other  exercise, 
each  student  shall  repair  quietly  and  promptly  to  the  place  designated. 

;{.  At  no  time  shall  any  studeid  loiter  in  the  halls,  or  about  the  doors,  or  indulge 
in  jumi)ing,  wrestlinii-,  loud  talkin--,  whistling,  or  any  othor  nnnecessary  noise,  or 
soil  the  building  with  t()l)aeeo. 

4.  The  students  sliall  not  be  absent  from  their  rooms  at  night  after  the  hour  of 
St  udy  indicated  by  the  riuging  of  t  he  bell,  nor  shall  they  attend  parties  or  mixed 
asseml)lies  without  permission  troni  t  he  President  ;  nor  shall  they  at  any  time,  visit 
taverns,  eating  houses,  or  other  i)laee>  of  public  resort,  or  on  any  occasion  indulge 
in  t  he  ir^e  of  intoxicating  li(iuoi"s. 

:>.  All  iu(»l";me  and  iiideceiit  language,  ])la\ing  at  games  of  chance,  injuring  the

be  )nd<4ed  iirce>-ar\  .  t  he  loom-  will  be  (  leaiUMl  at  t  he  expense  of  t  he  occupants, 

:».  (  hiiidine--  ot  pel's  on  and  of  ap])ar(d,  and  a  gent  le  manly  and  lady-like  deport- 
ment must  be  ob-er\  ed  by  all. 

10.  No  water,  dirt  or  ol  her  mat<'rial,  shall  be  thrown  fi-om  any  window  in  the 
buildings,  or  down  1  he  hot-aii'  Hues,  or  in  t  he  halls  after  tln-y  have  been  cleaned. 

11.  Student- mu>t  ha\-e  t  heir  i-ooms  swept  and  in  order,  and  their  lights  extin- 
mii-luMJ  ;i1   t  he  e>t  al»lished  hours. 

\1.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  go  a  bathing,  ska!  ing,  lishing,  gunning  or  riding 
A\  it  hout  permission. 

i;;.  Th<"  sludentsmnst  not  visit  t  he  kitchen,  dining-room,  or  any  other  room,  ex- 
ec})! thcii- own,  without  permission. 
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It.  The  Sal)l)ath  must  be  strictly  observed  l)y  all.  Xo  walking  abont,  visiting,  or 
receiving  of  visits,  will  be  allowed.  All  must  attend  public  worship  twice  during 
the  day,  at  such  places  as  they  or  their  guardians  may  prefer. 

15.  No  lady  shall,  at  any  time,  receive  calls  from  gentlemen  at  her  own  room. 
Friends  from  a  distance  can  see  the  ladies  in  the  parlor. 

IB.  The  young  ladies  will  not  be  allowed  to  leave  the  Seminary  grounds,  at  any 
time,  without  permission  ;  and  the  gentlemen  will  he  restricted  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Faculty. 

17.  No  student  shall  change  his  or  her  room,  or  boarding  place,  without  special 
permission  from  the  President.         ^ 

18.  No  student  w^ill  be  permitted  to  leave  the  school,  during  the  session,  without 
an  express  request  from  tin;  parent  or  guardian,  made  to  the  President,  and  with 
the  consent  of  the  Faculty. 

19.  Any  student  who,  Avithout  just  cause,  shall  fail  to  attend  the  examinations, 
will  be  considered  as  under  censure. 

20.  Permission  to  be  absent  from  any  exercise  must  be  obtained,  if  possible,  before 
the  absence  occurs. 

21.  No  student  will  be  permitted  to  leave  any  class  without  the  consent  of  the 
Faculty. 

1\  The  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  must  not  visit  each  others'  apartments,  walk  or 
ride  together,  without  permission,  nor  converse  together  from  the  windows. 

'23.  Students  fi-om  the  neighborliood  will  not  be  permitted  to  visit  home  at  such 
times  as  will  interfere  wdtli  the  regidar  exercises  of  the  school. 

24.  Any  otrending  student  may  be  punished,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  of- 
fence, by  pi-ivate  or  public  reproof,  suspension,  dismission  or  expulsion. 

2.^.  Students  dismissed  or  expelled  must  leave  the  premises  at  once. 

2<;.  None  but  stnihmts  can  attend  tlu;  Society  meetings,  unless  by  express  permis- 
sion of  the  Faculty. 

27.  No  special  meeting  of  the  students  shall  be  held  at  any  time,  without  permis- 
sion of  the  President. 

25.  Any  tem])orai-y  prn<lential  regulation  for  the  governnu'ut  of  the  school  that 
(he  Faculty  may  see  lit  to  ailojit,  shall  be  e(jnally  binding  with  thesi;  Hy-Laws.
